The application ¢ was 
originally brought before the Tri- 
bunal on the fround that the ap- 
pellant required the premises for n 
resldenen for himself and his 
family but when !t came on for 


hearing the applicant asked for 
leave to add tho further ground that 
the rent was In arrears for more 
than 30 days. This amendment was 
subsequently allowed but it da 
common fround that before it was 
allowed o tender of the amount due 
for rent wan mode by the solicitor 
for the respondent. 
TRIBUNAL'S DECISION 

The ‘Tribuntl refused to evict 
diving ag its reasons: 

(a) Section 10(1) The Tribunal 
considers that gprenter hardship 
woutd be on opponent than on the 
applicant. (b) Section 18(c) The 
Tribunal is satisNed that there was 
never any tinwillingness on the op- 
ponents part to pay the rent. 

The present appeal ts prought 
only In respect of the second of 
these findings on the ground 
thot it importa the exercise of 
a discrction which — the Tri- 
bunat (on the appellant's 
nubmission) did not possess. Apart 
from the matter of the existence or 
otherwise of a discretion In the 
Tribunal, it was argued on behalf 
of the respondent that its decision 
in conjunction with the evidence 
implied findings of fact by the 
Tribunal that tender had been mode 
from lime to time and at other 
times hnd been waived, and was 
not therefore the exercise of a dls- 
cretion at all. 

In view, however, of the ndnilt- 
ted tender of all arrears made in 
the presence of the Tribunnl bc- 
to add a 
ground under section 18(c) to the 
uppieatlon, it in not necessary to 


fo into this argument If It ts good 
law that a valid tender of rent 
made after it has fallen more thon

In Bird v. Hlldage, the Court ot 
Appeal did not pursue the matter 
of the effect of inserting the word 
“punctually” any further, as it went 
on to sujtnest hn alternative form of 
wording, which was a; complete re- 
costing ef the sectlon.
